It Is expected by the committee that 
this recommendation, if adopted by all 
the steles, will decrease the number 
of migratory divorces.

The total estimated 
amount due to the prune growers for this 
year's crop Is J4.050.000 representing 180,- 
COO.OOO pounds of prunes. 
In 1»OS the 
total prune production of CaJIfornla was 
60 000 000 pounds. This showing makes 
the crop of 1906 exceed that ot 1905 by 
120,000,000 pounds.

ncs and tho party he chances to believe 
In. but the general peace of the citizens 
suffer* tofcn untold extent. This reform 
movem«A should beglsi with thn yoteio. 
and tU» merchant. See to it trm, l»*'f 
votes are cast for tho men who do things 
ani are not afraid of political rldlcul*. 
njen whoe« hands are not tied, whoso 
mind l« active and ha« no fear of enforc- 
ing the right. The merchant business tnan 
should ba a. very large factor In this po- 
litical game—nret. on the ground that 
his share In the city's expenses iiro on 
the average quite an Item. Second, he 
and his business interests (iro usually 
the first affected by th« "y>nngen«nt of 
the city affairs.

SHOWING HOW 


ANCHOR » CONSTRUOm 


New York, Nov. 13.—Here is a sky- 


scraper whlcii Is to have wind anchors 
so that .it may be firmly braced 
against every gale. The new devices 
which are being employed for the first 
time in any structure were being put 
In position yesterday in the caisson 
piers which form the foundations of 
the new Sinper building in Broadway, 
near Liberty street. 


Skyscrapers of the ordinary type 


are not intended to withstand any up- 
lifting strain. Their own weight pre- 
vents 
them from being disturbed. 


The'new Singer building is to rise to 
a height of 625 feet, or nearly double 
that of the Park Row building, and it 
is to have forty-one stories. The wind 
pressure, on account of the structure's 
great altitude, will be tremendous, 
and for that reason the building is to 
be literally tied to its foundations by 
an iqgenious arrangement of steel 
rode. They will be three and a half 
inches In diameter and descend for 
nearly .fifty feet into the 
concrete 


which forms the caissons resting on 
solid rock eightyrflve feet below tho 
curb. 


These rods, which are bolted to- 


gether, are In lengths from six to ten 
feet each, and the devices are put in 
before the cement is placed In the 
caisson. 
The lowest rod has on the 


end of It a great anchor plate, to 
which It is secured, and on the other 
end are bolted the two rods of the sec- 
ond 'section. 
The third section has 


four steel rods bolted alternately to 
those of the section below and con- 
nected with four rods above. 
The 


four rods are made to converge so 
that they may be carried through the 
grillage beams at the top of the cais- 
son and the iron base of the column. 
They are then run tip into the hollow 
column,, which they are Intended to 
support, for a distance of five feet and 
bolted Into position. 
The column 


which Is thus tied is built up to the 


! very 
top 
of the structure.

Message Will Urge Tax on 


Inheritances and Law 


for Divorces. 


Washington, Nov. 13. — A tax on in- 


heritance, government supervision of 
all corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce and a divorce law will con- 
stitute the important 
recommenda- 


tions in President Roosevelt's message 
to congress, which meets on December 
14. 


It is learned that the president 


places the greatest stress upon a fed- 
eral check on the growth of great for- 
tunes in this country. The president 
•will urge the adoption of a la-A- plac- 
ing a tax on fortunes heyond a certain 
limit, either given' in the life or be- 
queathed upon death to any individual. 
He believes it has an unwholesome 
effect upon the 
commonwealth for 


swollen estates passing from genera- 
tion to generation. 


A second chapter of the message 


will deal with 
federal supervision 


over corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce. He will insist that it 
is of paramount importance that the 
government be invested with such iu- 
•tiority in order to deal with the -far 
reaching evils of overcapitalization. 
The president is much in earnest in 
this matter, as congress and the coun- 
try will realize when they read his 
message. 


Mr. Roosevelt will be the first presi- 


dent to ask congress for a remedy for 
the divorce evil. The president will 
probably ask the renewal of the law 
to secure publicity of expenses during 
congressional campaigns. There will 
be a recommendation la the message 
intended to secure 'better protection 
to railroad employes than is now af- 
forded. The block signal system will 
be urged for all railroads engaged in 
interstate trade and possibly an eight 
hour law for railroad employes. 


The president will nsk tor a more 


stringent immigration iaw which will 
compel the exclusion of certain unde- 
sirable classes. Congress 
will 
be 


asked to enact a new currency law.
